Advice and Consent 


In most of his actions, the 
president must act with the ap- 
proval and advice of the Council 
of the Revolution, a group of 
military officers appointed by the 
armed forces. 

The existence of the council 
persuaded many Portuguese poli-

Nigerians Planting Gardens

LAGOS, June 28 (NYT) With 
a fanfare of patriotic fervor, 
Nigeria is swept up in & back-to- 
earth movement calied Operation 
Feed the Nation. 

. Tt is an agricultural πεόξξοτα 
aimed at achieving self-sufficien- 
cy in food production within a 
year, largely by encouraging cit- 
izens to dig up their backyards 
and plant vegetables. 

The food program is the most 


publicized project of the military . 


government under its new head of 
state, Lt. Gen. Olusegun Obasan- 
jo. It is aimed at building Nige- 
rian nationalism, saving foreign 
exchange and combating an infla- 
tion rate of 40 per cent. 

It also represents something of 
 turnabout for a developing na- 
tion, rich in oil resources, that has 
been concentrating on industrial 
growth and the development of 
prestige industries such as iron 
and stecl. 

Oi) Doesn't Last 


“We've got to make farming 
respectable again,” said an offi- 
cial in the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture. “Oil doesn’t last forever.” 

Since 1970, Nigeria's feod pro- 
duction has been declining. This 
1s true not only of the major ex- 
port cash crops like cocoa, palm 
kernels. cotton, and peanuts but 
also of basic foods consumed 
lecally, such as yams, bananas, 
cassava and corn.

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Portugal Elects a President _ 


The Portuguese have followed their par- 
Hamentary elections with the selection of a 
president, in good order and with promis- 
Ing results. After ἃ half-century of au- 
thoritarian rule. it was certainly not easy 
to adapt to democratic devices; it can be 
argued that the period of direct military 
ruwle—although it did at one time pose the 
threat of imposing a Communist dictatorship 
upon the country—allowed a party system 
to be created, and to attain rufficient 
strength in public support to elect a moderate 
leader for the rough road ahead. 

Gen. Antonio Ramalho Eanes, 41, is not a 
man of. personal fire and charisma. But he 
does have the backing of the three most im- 
portant non-Communist parties and he is 
dedicated to“law and order.” This last 
phrase is one which can cover a multitude 
of political sins, but it also expresses ἃ con- 
dition that is essential for establishing a 
government based on popular votes.

The U.S. performance on human rights 
at the Organization of American States as- 
sembly in Santiago served chiefly to under- 
line the distance the United States stil] has 
to go in this critical policy area. For here 
was the secretary af state taking measured 
jabs at the human rights abuses of a regime 
—Chile's—which his own policy had helped 
bring into power three years ago and which 
the United States has since sustained with 
major aid. The Pinochet regime’s human 
rights violations, Mr. Kissinger said, have 
“impaired” U.8.-Chilean relations; he ne- 
glected to mention that the actual “impair- 
ing’ has been dorie, over his stout resistance, 
by the Congress, which has banned further 
weapons shipments to Chile. He had scarce- 
ly left Santiago, Moreover, when the State 
Department, trying to beat the deadline for 
putting new arms into the pipeline, rushed 
through an extra $9-million sales eommit- 
ment; $113 million worth was already in the 
pipeline. The Pinochet regime faces no for- 
eign threat; for it, arms serve only its in- 
ternal power and pride. 

For all that, the U.S, performance at San- 
tiago cannot be dismissed. For eertainly it 
is better that Mr. Kissinger act positively-on 


. . human rights, even if he thereby tempis the 


charge-of inconsistency, ‘than that be act in 
8 way consistent with his own bare yecord 
of the past.

Ytaly’s prospects of sucessfully coping with 


‘its colossal economie problems while pre- 


serving its 30-year-old democratic syatem 
now depend largely on two factors:

2) The willingness of the second-place 
Communists to make 8. positive contribution 
to the recovery process rather than obstruct— 
ing or sabotaging i.

Brunei Sultans Cling to U.K. and Its Gurkhas

BANDAR SERI BEGAWAN, 
Brunei, June. 28 (WP).—Once 
upon a time, on the far off coast 
of Borneo, there lived a hand- 
some young sultan who, with the 
counse! of his wily father, ruled 
aver Ὁ jand of swaying palm trees 
and warm winds blessed with all 
the fabulous riches of the Indies, 


There were neighboring states ἡ 


that coveted the sultanate and 
some subjects were unhappy with 
their highnesses. But because the 
aultan loved the British and be=- 
cause his ancestors had tong aro 

made an alliance with the white 
queen scross the” western seas, 
the suiltan’s enemies were con- 
founded. 

Their highnesses asked the 
English to stay among them to 
guide them and protect them and 
because there were no taxes and 
because there were richcs enough 
for all, the people prospered and 
prayed to Allah in the gold-dom- 


-ed mosque which rose above the 


more humble dwetlings of the sul- 
tan’s city. 

This is, in fact. only a slightly 
romanticized version of the situa- 
tion today. in the tiny sultanate 
of Brunei on the north coast of 
Borneo. 


᾿ Everything Is Free 
The riches of the Indies, in 


. Brunet’s case, consist of oil and 


natural gas which earned $814 
million last year and enables 
Brunei's citizens, estimated to 
number between 100,000 and 150,- 
000, to enjoy free education, free 
medical benefits, interest-free 
Toans, freedom from income taxes 
and the highest per capita income 
in the Far East with the possible 
exception of Japan. 

Brunei's roads are crawded with 
new cars, the state has its own 
international airline and even the 
native buts built out on stilts over 
the Brunei River bristle with an- 
tennas to-receive color TV.

Neurologist 
Pearce Bailey 
Is Dead at 73 


Was First Director 
Of U.S. Institute 


WASHINGTON. June 38 
«NYT:—Dr. Pearce Bailey, 73, 
the first director of the National 
Institute of Neurological and 
Communicative Disorders and 
Stroke at the National Institutes 
of Health, has died here of cardiac 
arrest. 

Dr, Bailey. 2 native of New 
York City, got a doctorate from 
the University of Paris at the 
Sorbonne in 1933. He also studied 
with several prominent European 
psychiatrists, including Sigmund 
Preud, Carl Jung and Alfred 
Adler. He founded the psycho- 
logical center im Paris with Otto 
Rank. 

After his return to the United 
States, be became the chief resi- 
gent physioan of the neurologic 
fervice at Belleyue Hospital in 
New York City. Dr. Bailey was 
later appointed 2 commander in 
the Medical Corps of the U.5. 
Naval Reserve and chief of neuro- 
logic service at Philadelphia Naval 
Hospital 

In 1946. he worked for the Vet~ 
erans Administration central of- 
fice in Washington, organizing 
the department of neurology. 

Research Program 

In 1955, Dr. Bailey left the 
Veterans Administration to be- 
come the fust director of the 
Institute of Neurological and 
Communicative Disorders and 
Stroke, then known as the Na- 
tional Institute of Neurological 
Diseases and Blindness. In 1959, 
he went to Belgium to become 
the director of the institute's 
International Neurological Re- 
search Program and worked in 
conjunction with the World Fed- 
eration of Neurology. 

In 1962, Dr. Bailey was appomt- 
ed special assistant to the director 
of the institute as chief of its 
Inter-American activitics in San 
Juan, Puerto Rico. He held that 
position until he retired in 1971. 

Dr. Bailey was president of the 
American Academy of Neurology, 
president of the American League 
Against Epilepsy and Secretary- 
General of the World Federation 
of Neurology.
